Paul E. Tsongas 

from a eulogy by Headmaster William Samaras 


...This year we bid farewell to 
one of Lowell's most prominent 
LHS alumnus , former Senator 
Paul Tsongas . He died at Brigham 
and Women's Hospital at the age 
of 55 after a courageous battle 
with health problems that had 
plagued him since he was diag- 
nosed with cancer in 1983 In his 
fight against cancer , he became a 
symbol of hope for anyone bat- 
tling the dreaded disease. 

Paul graduated from Lowell 
High School in 1962, then went 
on to earn his degree from 
Dartmouth College. He served in 
the Peace Corps in Ethiopia and 
later returned to attend Yale Uni- 
versity. 

Paul Tsongas began his politi- 
cal career in Lowell winning a 
seat on the City Council in 1969, 
follozved by his election to 
Middlesex County Commissioner 
in 1972, and in 1974, election to 
the U.S. Congress. Finally, in 
1978 he was elected to the U.S. 
Senate. As a Congressman and a 
Senator, he was well respected for 
his hard work, his caring, and his 
understanding of national and 
international issues. 


But, more important for the 
people of Lowell, was the love he 
had for his city and his family. 

When he was diagnosed with 
lymphoma in 1983 , he left the 
U.S. Senate to be with his family 
and to fight this disease. Because 
of his successful treatments he 
zvas able to announce his candi- 
dacy for President of the United 
States, shocking the nation with 
his victory in Nezv Hampshire. 
But, due to lack of financial sup- 
port, he had to leave the race. 

It must be noted that 
during this time in his life he 
became a catalyst for change in 
our city. He helped many people 
zvho zvere afflicted with cancer 
and led the economic revitaliza- 
tion ofLozoell zoith initiatives for 
change and improvement such as: 
The National Park, hot els, Wang, 
The Spinners, the Lozoell Hockey 
team the Lotvell arena project, the 
high school, and thousands of dol- 
lars in LHS scholarships. 

He cared deeply for his 
family- his city- his nation... He 
made a difference in our lives ..."
